“The British leaders of the In- 
tergovernmental Committee on 
Refugees who have been so out- 
spoken in their opposition to Pal- 
estine as a haven of resettlement 
for Jewish displaced persons 
have assumed a heavy responsi- 
bility before history.”

“Before the In- 
tergovernmental Committee 
transfers its function to the In- 
ternational Refugee Organiza- 
tion it should state clearly and

UN CIRCULATES BRITISH PLEA: 
JEWISH AGENCY IRE ROUSED

LAKE SUCCESS—Members of the U.N. inquiry committee on 
Palestine have expressed surprise at the release, on the eve of the 
committee's departure for the Holy Land, of a British note through 
the U.N. to its member states asking them to prevent the “illegal” 


immigration of Jews to Palestine. 


The Jewish Agency issued a 
statement attacking the British 
action. “No Jew who enters Pal- 
estine today enters Palestine il- 
legally,” it declared. “It is ille- 
gal to keep them out of Pales- 
In asking the member 
States of the United Nations to 
block the transit of Jews through 
their territory and their depart- 
ure for Palestine, the United 
Kingdom is asking the United 
Nations to sanction and to co- 
operate in an illegal act,” the 
Statement said. 

At a meeting winding up the 
New York phase of its inquiry, 
the United Nations Palestine 
Committee adopted a four-part 





plan of operation in Palestine. 

Its first hearing in Jerusalem 
will be held on June 15. The 
commission will ask the Palestine 
Government to submit a memo 
randum on its operations. Then 
it will call upon the Jewish 
Agency and the Palestine Arab 
Higher Committee to submit pre- 
liminary testimony, after which 
the probers will go into the coun- 
try and study Arab and Jewish 
communities. Finally, the com- 
mission will return to its Jerusa- 
lem headquarters where it will 
hear testimony from all other 
sources,

Succumbs at 89

CHARLOTTE, N. C.'— Mrs. 


Bertha Lindau Cone, 89, whose 
husband, the late Moses H. Cone, 
was a co-founder of the Cone 
mill interests centered in Greens- 
boro, died at her summer home, 
Flat Top manor, at Blowing 
Rock, N. C.

electing the president at the forthcoming convention.” 

The replies according to the Z. O. A. highly laud the militant 
policy of Rabbi Silver and endorse the candidacy of Emanuel Neu- 
mann for president as assurance of the continuance of such policy. 
Some of the replies sent to past presidents were by Julius Livings- 
ton, President of the southwest region; Abe Berkowitz president of 
Morton Robbins, president of the New 
England region; Louis Falk president of the New Jersey region; 
Benjamin Browdy, president of the Brooklyn region; Judge Joseph 
Klau president of the Hartford Zionist district; Sol Collins, presi- 
dent of the Portchester district; Morris Jacobs, president of the 
Detroit Zionist district, and Abraham Redelheim Grandmaster of 
the B’nai Zion, whose sixty chapters will send delegates to the _con- 
vention.

United Jewish Appeal 
Raises $115,000,000; 
See $155,000,000 In '47 


WERNERSVILLE, Pa.—First figures on the 1947 United Jewish 
Appeal drive released at the two-day conference here dissipated 
rumors that the drive was meeting with strong difficulty. 

The amount raised to date is the imposing sum of $115,000,000. 
Of this amount $45,000,000 has been raised in New York, where 
the final figures are expected to reach $50,000,000. 


$12,500,000 Behind Quota 

Since the spring drives cover 75 per cent of the expected in. 
come, it was announced that the present figures are approximately 
$12,500,000 behind what they should be if the $270,000,000 goal is 
to be raised. 

At the present rate approximately $155,000,000 will be raised 
it was estimated. 

Whereas in a good many communities quotas have been over- 
subscribed, in some cities, the drives have lagged, and as a result 
it will be urged that the drives be reopened and continued until the 
original quota is reached. 


Houston Drive Acclaimed 


No figures for individual cities have been released, but Hous- 
ton’s effort in oversubscribing its $1,000,000 quota, with a Jewish 
population of less than 10,000 has been acclaimed. On the other 
hand Detroit’s drive is an outstanding example of a city which 
was unable to meet its quota. 

Gen. Joseph T. McNarney told the delegates that in the face of 
the threatened breakdown of the already minimum aid furnished 
the DP’s, American Jewry must redouble its efforts. “The problem 
calls for Jewish statesmanship—American Jewish statesmanship, 
for you are the only Jewish community capable of action on the re- 
quired scale. Through your campaign for $170,000,000 you must 
take up as much as possible of the slack that will result from the 
reductions in aid I have already forecast,” he stated. “You may not 
be able to replace entirely the help that will be missing, but you 
ean keep your brothers in a state of at least tolerable living.” 

In response to the critical situation outlined by McNarney, 
Morgenthau and various experts from Europe and Palestine, the 
delegates adopted a resolution calling for renewed effort to assure 
attainment of the $170,000,000 goal. Another resolution asserted 
that Jewish communities throughout the country were encouraged 
by the formation of 300 local Christian committees and a national 
Christian Committee for the U. J. A. as “strengthening the bonds 
between Americans of all faiths. President Truman, Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, and other government and military leaders were 
praised for their sympathetic support of the U. J. A. campaign.

Both Mr. Crossman and Mr. 
Crum were naive enought to be- 
lieve that upon the release of 
the Committee’s unanimous re- 
port, the flow of Jewish DP’s into 
Palestine would start at once. 
What started instead, and with 
ferrifying speed, was the flow of 
British troops into the Holy 
Land, now numbering more than 
100,000, for the sole purpose of 
defeating, not implementing, the 
decisions of the Anglo-American 
Committee! Just where is British 
honor? 

Despite their respective British 
and American backgrounds, both 
men agree upon several funda- 
mentals. The two are in agree- 
ment that the British govern- 
ment does not desire an impai- 
tial and just solution of the Pal- 
estine problem, but a _ continu- 
ation of the old Colonial policy, 
which is as wicked as it is stupid. 
What the British government 
seeks is not a “settlement” but 
the transformation of Palestine 
after the model of Transjor- 
dania into a puppet Arab state, 
under British control, to safe- 
guard British power and might 
in the Middle East. That this re- 
quires the perpetual enslavement 
and impoverishment of the Arab 
masses, plus the reservation of 
corrupt feudal regimes is no con- 
cern of Labor leaders! 


WHAT MAGNIFIES this wick- 
edness, this fierce betrayal, is 
the record of the Labor Party on 
Jewish Palestine. No group has 
ever spoken so decisively, ever 
displayed such generous under- 
standing of the Jewish plight and 
the Jewish tragedy, as did the 
British Labor Party. 

In 1943, the Party Platform in- 
chided this remarkable §state- 
ment: “The conference reaffirms 
the tradition policy of the Labor 
party in favor of building Pales- 
tine as the Jewish National 
Home. It asks that the Jewish 
Agency be given authority to 
make the fullest use of the econ- 
omic capacity of the country, in- 
cluding the development of un- 
occupied and undeveloped lands.” 

In 1944, the party went even 
farther, declaring:

enter this tiny land in such num- 
bers as to become a majority. 
There was a strong case for this 
before the war. There is an irre- 
sistible case now after the un- 
speakable atrocities of the cold 
and calculated German Nazi 


plan to kill all Jews in Europe.” - 


And, none other than Hugh 
Dalton, now the Exchequer in 
the British cabinet, said this in 
1945: 

“It is morally wrong and po- 
litically indefensible to impose 
obstacles to the entry into Pal- 
estine now of any Jews who de- 
sire to go there. We consider 
Jewish immigration into Pales- 
tine should be permitted without 
the present limitations which ob- 
struct it, and we have also stated 
very clearly that this is not a 
matter which should be regarded 
as one for which the British Gov- 
ernment alone should take re- 
sponsibility . . . it is indispen- 
sable that there should be close 
agreement and _ cooperation 
among the British, American and 
Soviet governments ... and in 
my view, steps should be taken 
in consultation with those two 
governments, to see whether we 
cannot get that common support 
for a policy which will give us a 
happy, free and prosperous Jew- 
ish state in Palestine.” 

What hope is there for man- 
kind when men of such little 
faith and honor as the leaders of 
the Lgbor Party control the des- 
tinies of peoples and nations? 


THE ANTI-SEMITIC charac- 
ter of British officials in the Holy 
Land impressed both men. With 
only an occasional exception, 
rare enough to be notable, those 
in the government service in Pal- 
estine, typical Colonial officials, 
prefer the native to the Jew, and 
perpetually impede the growth 
and prosperity of the Jewish 
community, for so-called British 
imperial reasons. That the Jews’ 
have been able to build a Jewish 
Palestine in spite of such anti- 
Semitism and hostility is one of 
the great miracles of our age.

Although the 
Stratton Bill provides for the ad- 
mission of 100,000 refugees year- 
ly for the next four years with- 
out distinction as to religion, it 
is obvious that many thousands 
of Jewish refugees will directly 
benefit . . . In fact, the passage 
of the bill would probably re- 
sult in many Jewish refugees ap- 
plying for U. S. visas, instead 
of waiting hopelessly for Pales- 
tine visas ... And it can be pre- 
dicted that if the U. N. committee 
hearings do not result in the 
immediate abolition of the White 
Paper immigration restrictions, 
the bulk of the displaced Jews 
in Europe may find reaching the 
United StateS quicker and easier 
than going to Palestine ... This 
is apparently what British For- 
eign Minister Ernest Bevin is 
hoping for ... Bevin is as an- 
xious as the displaced Jews that 
Congress pass the Stratton Bill, 
thus diverting homeless Europe- 
an Jews to the United States and 
to countries on the American 
continent, which might follow 
the lead of the U. S. in opening 
their doors a little wider to dis- 
placed persons , . . The entire 
Palestine issue will then assume 
a different aspect, the British 
Government believes . . . There 
will be no pressure for the mass 
admission of Jewish refugees to 
Palestine, since the problem of 
the displaced Jews will gradu- 
ally have been liquidated through 
immigration to American lands 
for permanent settlement .. . 
Of course, if the Stratton Bill 
is passed, President Truman will 
press more than ever before for 
the admission of 100,000 Jews to 
Palestine ...

Y FRIEND, Rabbi Jacob D. Schwartz, has 
started out on a campaign to persuade 
members of Reform synagogues to speak to 
God with their own voices. They have been 
to Him as through attorneys— 
namely through the rabbi andthe choir. And 
very often the choir is a Gentile attorney 
speaking to God for mercy to the Jews. 

Rabbi Schwartz remembers’ what Israel 
Zangwill said about American Jewish temples 
after a visit to the U.S. long ago. He visited 
a number of the temples and sat in the silent 
congregations while the 
rabbis did all the talking 
and the choirs did all the 
singing. Mr. Zangwill 
could feel that he was in 
a courtoom where no- 
body speaks but the 
lawyers. Finally, as the 
oppressive silence in the 
house of God became too , 
much, Mr. Zangwill re- P 
membered a deaf and dumb asylum he had 
once visited. Yes, that was it: A Reform 
temple was like a deaf and dumb asylum, he 
said. 

As a member of a temple, I must confess 
that it’s convenient to have the rabbi and the 
choir speak to God for you. You’ve paid your 
dues out of which come the salaries of rabbi 
and choir and, sure, let them do the work for 
you. What are you paying a rabbi and a choir 
for if you have to do your own praying and 
singing? Yes, while the rabbi prays and the 
choir sings, a member can give his mind to 
other matters. I have heard it reported that 
in a temple members, having little or no part in 
the services, can let their minds roam around 
here and there. A lady has time to contem- 
plate her finger-nails and, oh good gosh, it’s 
about time she took them to the manicurist 
again the way they look. A gentleman may 
in the quiet of the temple give serious thought 
to the question whether to sell or not to sell 
his Widget stock, considering the state of the 
market. 





I SHOULD CONFESS that I myself am in no 
position to look down my nose at sinners, for I, 
myself, have sinned in the temple. With noth- 
ing in particular to do as a participant in the 
services, my mind had run away with vagaries 
even in the holy presence. Much to my em- 
barassment I have discovered myself thinking 
of such unholy things as the matter of my 
column and what was I to write about the 
next week. I should say in my defense that 
no sooner did I discover my mind straying off 
profanely in this way than I took hold of it 
and brought it back to the sacred occasion for 
which I was in the temple. 

When I speak of the convenience of having 
the rabbi and the choir speak to God for you, 
I do not mean to approve vicarious praying. 
I mean only to suggest that Reform, as prac- 
ticed in the past, has made it too easy to com- 
municate with God—by proxy.’ 

Indeed, I have resented the rabbi doing all 


the talking and the choir doing all the singing 
to God for me. Why do I need an attorney 
before God in the temple? Can’t I speak for 
myself as my Orthodox ancestors always did? | 

They made a big hubbub of speaking to God 
in the synagogue; it sounded rude to the-early 
aesthetes among the Reformers. They decided 
to keep out of their temples all but the official 
voices. As a result temples took on the chill 
of mausoleums. In the recent years temple 
memberships have become full of people who, 
like myself, come out of Orthodoxy. They keep 
nostalgic memories of the warmth of old syna- 
gogues where everybody was talking to God 
at once. They, too, like me, wondered what 
God thought to see the temple rabbi doing all 
their praying for them and the choir doing all 
the singing. Was God asking: “Where’s Segal 
that he can’t speak for himself? And what’s 
the matter with Zilch that he needs a rabbinical 
attorney to speak for him and a choir to do 
all the singing unto Me?” 

Yes, the rabbi was all right and the choir 
was good but why should the members leave 
their affairs with God all to the rabbi and the 
choir? The synagogues of their fathers and 
grandfathers were rather noisy places, with 
everybody doing his own talking to God, but 
then any friendly home is a noisy place. 

> oa eo 

I, MYSELF, THOUGHT, No, the rabbi and 
the choir aren’t my attorney but leaders with 
whom I go along toward contact with the 
heavenly eminence. Well, Reform Judaism, 
having all this in mind, is itself going through 
a period of New Reform. As one of its repre- 
sentatives, Rabbi Schwartz is taking broad 
steps to help make Jews articulate in the tem- 
ples. He is the director of the Commission on 
Synagogue Activities of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations. In this function he has 
sent to temples all over the country bundles 
of persuasion which are described on the wrap- 
ping as “First Aid Packet” for synagogual 
singing. 

Rabbi Schwartz’s first’ aid to the silent voices 
of Israel contains Hebrew hymns, transliter- 
ated into the characters of the English lan- 
guage. The congregations will sing the hymns 
by ear, the choir or the cantor leading. (Though 
eantors are scarce in the temples.) 

His first aid packages really are working on 
the hitherto silent Jewish voices, Rabbi 
Schwartz reports; though there are still many 
temples in which the members let the rabbi 
and the choir do it.

A LIVING BRIDGE 


Dear Boys and Girls, 

This is a true story told by a 
member of the Haganah. He 
and his fellow members took part 
in the daring rescue of refugees 
from the ship Shabbatai Lozin- 
sky, which was being chased by 
a British destroyer. The British 
were determined to keep the Jew- 
ish refugees from reaching the 
safety of Palestine. But the Ha- 
ganah were equally determined 
that their homeless_ brothers 
should find safety in the Home- 
land. 

WAS dawn of March 12, 

1947, when the Haganah 
fighters sighted the Lozinsky 
making her way to the beach 
through choppy seas. All night, 
they had been waiting on the 
shore near Isdud in southern 
Palestine. Although the ship was 
late, they were in constant radio 
contact with her. A British ob- 
servation plane had discovered 
her whereabouts and a destroy- 
er was shadowing her. But at 
last the Lozinsky lost the destroy- 
er and came to the appointed 
place. 

The Haganah had planned to 
bring all of the passengers to 
shore with rubber life-boats. How- 
ever, as the ship was sighted, 
a storm blew up and the sea be- 
came so dangerous that no use 
could be made of the lifeboats. 
The commander on shore sig- 
nalled to the ship to sail ahead 
and beach herself. It took great 
skill to keep the boat steady and 
upright as it ran aground, but 
the captain beached her safely. 

A thick rope was _ stretched 
from ship to shore, a distance of 
400 feet. The passengers jumped 
from the deck, 20 feet into the 
waves, and made their way to 
Shore along the rope. Two hun- 
dred had already reached the 
land, when suddenly the wind 
changed. The sea turned into a 
raging maelstrom. 

Now, not even the rope could 
be used. 

THE COMMANDO boys and 
girls made themselves into a liv- 
ing bridge from ship to shore. 
Some of them were touching 
ground, but most of them were 
swimming. As each refugee 


jumped into the sea, the com- 
mandos fished him out of the 
water and passed him along from 
hand to hand until he reached 
the shore. At first only men 
jumped, but soon women and lit- 
tle children dared the plunge. 

A special squad of commandos 
swam close to the ship to save 
the refugees from drowning. 

Now it was 8:00 o'clock in the 
morning. A crowd of Arabs had 
gathered on the shore to watch. 
Army planes were flying over- 
head. The commandos knew it 
was only a matter of an hour or 
two before the British troops 
would arrive and force the refu- 
gees back onto boats to be im- 
prisoned on the island of Cypress. 

They radioed to the settlers of 
the area to come and help. As 
soon as the refugees reached 
shore, the settlers carried them 
off, dripping and exhausted 
though they were, in all direc- 
tions to far away settlements. 

SOME of the refugees still 
stood on the top deck of the 
Lozinsky, afraid to jump. Among 
them was a little girl A naval 
patrol boat appeared. The little 
girl jumped into the sea. At 
once her parents followed. As 
they struggled in the water, 
they knew there was no hope for 
them. The patrol boat would 
pick them up and imprison them. 

Then a cry went up. The pa- 
trol boat had capsized. There 
was still time for the little girl 
and her parents to be carried to 
safety, 

- By 10:00 a. m. the British 
troops had arrived in force. They 
encircled the shore and some of 
the settlements. All of the peo- 
ple, Palestinian settlers, Hagan- 


ah commandos, and those refu-' 


gees who had not been carried 
further inland, were forced into 
a nearby military camp. The 
Palestinians burned their iden- 
tity cards so that the British 
eould not tell who were citizens 
and who were refugees. 

Almost 2,000 people were gath- 
ered in the camp. In the eve- 
ning, army trucks, accompanied 
by tanks carried the group to 
Haifa. The eonvoy picked its 
way through Arab villages for 
fear of meeting Jewish resist-

T Camp Atid, at Rockaway Park, L. IL, 
Jewish youngsters from three to six 
years old are participating in a bi-cultural 
kindergarten day-camp program. The tots play 
and paint, dance and .sing, and act just as 
they do in any progressive kindergarten. The 
difference is that the stress is placed on the 
values of Jewish tradition and on Hebrew. 
A visitor might be surprised to hear three 
and four-year-olds chattering to each other 
in Hebrew. Speaking Hebrew is part of the 
program, and little children have no difficulty 
in learning a new language if they practice 
each day. By the end of the summer ,each 
little camper finds himself at home in the 
Hebrew language and the Jewish tradition. 
Educators have felt the need for a kinder- 
garten program of Jewish education. It is 
only during the pre-school years that Jewish 
youngsters can bring the full freshness of 
their minds to their religious training. Once 
they have entered public school, they come to 
Hebrew School tired after the best learning 
hours. 


CAMP ATID is a practical attempt to im- 
plement a Hebrew Kindergarten program. It 
is operated by the United Synagogue Commis- 
sion on Jewish Education and the Teachers In- 
stitute of the Jewish Theological Seminary 
of America in cooperation with Temple Beth- 
El, Rockaway, Long Island. 

Teaching the tots of Far Rockaway is not 
the sole purpose of the camp. It serves as a 
summer training school for Hebrew Kinder- 
garten Teachers throughout the country. It 
was established to offer congregations of the 
Conservative Movement an opportitnity to train 
teachers in the principles and practices of 
early-childhood education so that these teach- 


ers may establish Hebrew kindergartens in 
their own communities. 

If your congregation were to send a student 
to Camp Atid, this is the training you could 
expect her to acquire, according to the school 
folder: 

A course in early childhood education, in- 
cluding: 

Psychological and emotional 
young children. 

Social relationships of young children. 

Factors of intellectual growth. 

Use of paints, clay, music, dance, and dra- 
matics. 

Introducing young children to the Hebrew 
language. 

The place of trips in a curriculum. 

Building the curriculum. 

Working with parents. 

Physical plans and administration of a nurs- 
ery school and’ kindergarten. 

She would have two hours of individual in- 
struction in Hebrew and would use Hebrew 
in her daily conversation to a great extent. 

She would spend half of each day practice- 
teaching under expert guidance, and she would 
have the use of a library of books on early 
childhood education. 

WITH SUCH TRAINING, a young woman 
is equipped to return to her community and 
give the pre-school children the kind of Jew- 
ish education which will make them confident, 
well-adjusted Jews.

Girl Writer Answers Question 
Of Jewish Gls and Frauleins

HEN, one day a_ few 

months ago, a Jewish 
American GI and a German frau- 
lein waited anxiously outside the 
door of a chaplain’s office in Ber- 
lin to get the chaplain’s approval 
for marriage their fears were 
justified. The chaplain’s name 
was Lt. Mayer Abramowitz. The 
GI was Jewish. 

Chaplain Abramowitz refused 
to sanction the marriage, as you 
must have read in your papers. 
The boy protested but the chap- 
Jain, remembering, perhaps, that 
not ten minutes away from his 
office, on Berlinerstrasse, there 
was a DP camp which housed 
some of the pathetic Jewish sur- 
vivors of German concentration 
eamps, remaine® adamant. 

Explaining his point of view to 
newspapermen, on February 26, 
Chaplain Abramowitz revealed 
that in Berlin alone,.in the two 
months since the marriage ban 
vial been relaxed, he had turned 
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down fourteen requests of Jew- 
ish Americans who had asked his 
approval for their marriage to 
German girls. 


Jewish Gis Distrust Germans 


Actually, however, cases of 
marriages between Jewish GIs 
and frauleins are comparatively 


rare. AS a group, the American 
Jewish boys in Germany seem to 
distrust the Germans a great deal 
more than do their non-Jewish 
comrades. On a casual level, they 
fraternize quite as much as the 
non-Jewish GIs. This they justify 
with the argument that they are 
lonely and that there is no harm 
in fraternization so long as they 
keep the friendships on a super- 
ficial level. And Jewish GIs do in- 
deed seem very wary of commit- 
ting themselves to complicated 
emotional entanglements with 
German girls, perhaps because 
they remember that the Germans 
murdered six million of théir co- 
religionists, 


Not all the Jewish GIs, how- 
ever, have such good memories. 
For instance, when Frau von 
Westarp, former mistress of the 
Nazi criminal, Kalternbrunner, 
was summoned to the Nuremberg 
Trials as a _ witness, she soon 
found another male _ protector: 
this = an rae Jew sta- 
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tioned in Nuremberg. 
Jewish GIs Choose Younger Girls 

Such alliances between Ameri- 
can Jews and German women 
with obvious connections, it must 
be said in all fairness, are not fre- 
quent occurrences. Most Jews of 
the American occupation forces 
seem to seek the company of Ger- 
man girls who can tell them, 
with varying degrees of justifica- 
tion, that they were children 
when the Nazis came to opwer 
and that they ought not to be 
punished for a crime they had no 
part of plotting and of which 
they too are the victims. 

Many GIs, Jews and non-Jews 
alike, find the poverty-stricken 
German girls attractive in part 
because they are so pathetically 
grateful for gifts of the soap, the 
cigarettes, candy and clothing of 
which any American has a plenti- 
ful supply. The girls’ gratitude 
flatters the egos of their benefac- 
tors, and appeals to their protect- 
ive instincts. 

Whatever one may think of the 
sympathetic relations which ex- 
ist between many Jewish GIs and 
German girls, there can be no 
doubt that the Jewish Americans 
in Germany, as a group, have 
shown shockingly little interest 
in the plight of the Jewish DPs 
in the American Zone.

The 
other day, I received a letter 
from him. Here’s what he said: 


“The DP situation has become 
a nightmare. I do not have the 
nerve anymore to hold out to 
these people vague hopes for the 
future, as I have been doing now 


for twenty months and more. 


UNRRA will be closing down 
shortly without IRO or anyone 
else adequately prepared to take 
its place. Insufficient as 
UNRRA’s help was, it was some- 
thing. And now? American Jews 
here are totally disinterested. At 
Purim, I could not get a single 
person to go with me to the Ulm 
orphanage. . .” 


Most GIs and MG personnel in 
Germany have plenty of spare 
time. Perhaps the American Jews 
among them would do well to de- 
vote a little less time to the frau- 
leins and a little more of their 
time, sympathy and PX rations to 
their co-religionists who are liv- 
ing, in such frightful conditions, 
in DP camps.

Now It Can Be Told—H enry Montor’s Resignation 


T CAN NOW be revealed that in order to 
force the American Jewish community to 
adopt an adequate budget for the 1947 United 
Jewish Appeal, Henry Montor, executive direc- 
tor of the U. J. A. resigned dramatically at 
the conference in Atlantic City where the 
$170,000,000 goal was set. 

Now that the first figures released indicate 
that the U. J. A. will either raise its goal or 
come close to it, the story of Mr. Montor’s 
very important action can be told. 

It was in the meeting of the Resolutions 
Committee, chairmaned by Henry Morgenthau 
Jr., that the action took place. There seemed 
to be a general feeling that a goal of from 
$125,000,000 to $135,000,000 should be _ set. 
When the feeling for this goal or one near 
those figures seemed to be gaining ground, 


Mr. Montor made his move. 
The session lasted for 8% hours. At its 
end the $170,000,000 goal was accepted, to a 


general head-shaking of many delegates, and~ 


Mr. Montor’s resignation had been withdrawn. 

Now $115,000,000 has already been raised. 
Conservative estimates point to a total of $155; 
000,000, but this sum can be increased by the 
renewed confidence the first figures should 
instill. 

Just how many extra millions of dollars Mr. 
Montor’s courageous action meant for the Jews 
of Europe will never be known. But Mr. 
Montor who last year earned so much praise 
when the $100,000,000 goal was oversubscribed, 
has this year earned a secure place in Amer- 
can Jewish history by his farsightedness, cour- 
age and determination.

Orthodoxy in United States Coming Into 
Our Own, Says Rabbi Solomon Roodman— 
Who a few years ago, when specious forms of 
Judaism were riding roughshod over our faith, 
would have thought that in the United States 
of America there would be a need for rab- 
binical seminaries graduating Orthodox Rab- 
bis? Who would have predicted that in this 
land of the free, Jewish All-Day Schools would 
prove to be the great success that they are? 
Who in this land where superficialties and ar- 
tificialties are the mainstays of many men’s 
thinking, would have dared predict that 
Orthodox rabbis, who preach a genuine form 
of Judaism, would be winning recognition and 
respect worthy of their position? True, the 
progress has been slow, yet it is a fact that 
many congregations, who heretofore balked 
at appointing Orthodox rabbis, today have oft- 
times allowed their pulpits to go empty until 
a proper Orthodox leader eould be secured. 
From every nook and cranny of Jewish life 
we see the Dry Bones taking on life and begin 
to stand on their feet. 

Why has there been a rejuvenation* of Or- 
thodox Mfe in America, we may rightfully ask? 

The answer is very simple. Heretofore when 
Orthodoxy ,lacked English speaking rabbis 
others capitalized on this failing. They stood 


on their pulpits and directly or indirectly be 
wailed the decrepit state of Orthodoxy. They 
pictured Orthodoxy as belonging to the- kaftan 
clad Jew. They decried the backwardness of 
these “old fashioned” Jews who should have 
been born two thousand years ago.

Time in New York wrote that in 
opposing released time the Coun- 
cil “had expressed a reactionary 
viewpoint.” 

Refuting the claim of Father 
Walsh that released time “had 
been successful in the elimination 
of juvenile delinquency,” Rabbi 
Ahron Opher, the Council’s pres- 
ident, wrote: 

“We feel that the religious 
bodies should discourage state in- 
tervention in religious affairs. 
Even though such intervention is 
done with the intention of 
strengthening religion it may 
lead to government control of 
the chureh, 

“We loék upon released time as 
a divisive force in our public 
schools and as tending to create 
a breach in the structure of our 
democracy, which holds as one of 
its inviolate principles the separ- 
ation of church and state. In vari- 
ous parts of the country we have 
seen released time lead to prac- 
tices which represent a great 
danger to our common precious 
heritage of religious freedom.” 


Bias in England, U.S. 
Up; Urge License Limit

LONDON —A _ warning that 
anti-Semitism is on the increase 
in the United States and Great 
Britain was sounded here at the 
opening of the four-day Interna- 
tional Conference’ on Human 
Rights, whoch is being attended 
by 80 delegates from 15 coun- 
tries. 

Ira Latimer, of the Chicago 
Civil Liberties Committee, said 
that “anti-Semitism is active in 
the U. S., partcularly in large 
cities with large Catholic popula- 
tions and among orthodox funda- 
mentalist Protestant sects, espe- 
cially in the South.” 

L. C. White, chairman of the 
National Council of Civil Liber- 
ties, which called the conference, 
stressed that the problem of anti- 
Semitism in Britain is becoming 
“increasingly disturbing.” He 
recommended that the confer- 
ence discuss “how far freedom of 
expression should be allowed to 
those using it to foster hatred 
and contempt against those 
whose only crime is that they are 
Jews.” : 

The Polish delegate Col. Ma- 
rian=Muszkat, said that Poland 
was protecting Jews by special 
laws and cited the courts martial 
of persons spreading race hatred. 
He added that conditions for 
Jews in his country were improv- 
ing daily, and that fascist terror- 
ist gangs have been almost com- 
pletely wiped out. 





Reform Rabbis Urge 
Taft-Hartley Bill. Veto

Shertok Begins Case

JERUSALEM—At the U.N. Committee’s first open hearing in 


the Y.M.C.A. building here only 108 of the 450 available seats were 
occupied by the public as Moshe Shertok, speaking for more than an 
hour, traced the Jews’ historic connection with Palestine. He de- 
nied that land purchases had created a class of landless Arabs. He 
revealed that of 640,000 Jews in the country, about 230,000 were 
born in Palestine. He criticized the White Paper policy and traced 
the economic development of the country under the Jews. 


Indian Delegate Rebuked 


The Indian delegate asked Shertok whether he favored removal 
of immigration restrictions all over the world, also how much 
money was coming into the country from abroad, how much money 
was made by the Palestine Potash Company, also how many non- 
Jews had been converted to Judaism. While Shertok promised to 
get him the figures, Chairman Emil Sandstroem rebuked the dele 
gate for pointless questions. 

Questioned by other delegates concerning the extent of the 
cooperation between the Government and the Jewish Agency, Sher- 
tok said that relations between the two were abnormal and hap- 
hazard, adding they had become “extremely strained” because of 
the White Paper policy. 

The Netherlands delegate asked whom the agency legally con- 
siders Jews. Shertok replied that anyone claiming, to be a Jew. is a 
Jew, but that the religious test is definitive. The same delegate 
asked for examples of Arab-Jewish cooperation. Shertok cited 
many instances, including the cooperation in municipal government, 
business and labor activities. 


Irgun, Sternists Refuse To Call Truce 


The Indian delegate asked whether the examples of Arab- 
Jewish cooperation mean the possibility of Palestine independence, 
Shertok replied that in paramount issues such as Jewish immigra- 
tion, the Jews and Arabs were opposed, although they cooperate 
in every-day life. 

Shertok also stressed that Jews come to Palestihe to prepare 
the way for other Jews. He said, “We take away no livelihood 
from others. We create it ourselves. We are a new society built 
up by immigration and our outstanding feature is that this society 
absorbs itself.” 

The Irgun and Sternists submitted memoranda to the commit- 
tee declaring that they refuse to accede to the request for a truce 
unless the Palestine government halts the deportation of visaless 
Jews and abolishes the military courts. The Irgun asked the com- 
mittee to intervene with the government to halt deporations, while 
the Sternists insisted that if the government continues to “practice 
cruel methods and repression, we will be compelled to answer 
them.” 


Weizmann To Give Personal Views 


Dr. Chaim Weizmann, who was invited to testify before the 
commission by the Jewish National Council, is expected to give his 
views at a closed hearing. The veteran Zionist will limit himself, it 
is understood, to giving only his personal views. It is believed he 
will make that point clear before taking the stand, since he is 
averse to leaving the impression that his testimony should be 
accepted as reflecting any but his own outlook. 

Three of five Jewish youths convicted here by a military tri- 
bunal on charges of participating in the recent Acre prison break 
were sentenced to death. The other two defendants were sentenced 
to 15-year prison terms because of their youth. 

The conviction and the heavy sentences imposed on the de 
fendants has created much tension in the Holy Land, particularly 
since the sentences coincided with the opening of the U.N. ‘inquiry. 
It is feared if the men are executed while the U.N. sessions are in 
progress, the Irgun Zvai Leumi may take retaliatory measures de- 
spite the committee’s plea for peace. 





See Reconciliation Between British, Jewish Agency

JERUSALEM—A move for conciliation in Palestine between 


the British administration and the Jews was seen by events of 
last week. The move by the Haganah to suspend temporarily the 
sending of ships with illegal immigrants to Palestine: was con- 
sidered a gesture for conciliation on the part of the Jews, and the 
British amnesty of thirty-two leaders of the Haganah arrested 
since January 1946, was believed to be a move on the part of the 
British for conciliation. 

The freeing of the two kidnapped British policemen by mem- 
bers of the Haganah was also greeted with much satisfaction by 
the Jewish population of Palestine as a sign in the direction of 
truce during the investigation by United Nations Investigating 
Committee. 

Generally the sentiment against terror has grown percep. 
tibly in the Yishuv. The Haganah has evidently decided to take 
strong measures to sur press acts of terror during the Palestine in- 
vestigations. And the action by the Vaad-Leumi in inviting Dr. 
Chaim Weizmann to present the Jewish cas®*before the Palestine 
Committee has strengthened the belief that the Yishuv is tired of 
terror and internal strife and extremism is on the decline in 
Palesine.

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HERE is ample good precedent in the history of mankind 

for a retiring leader to appoint or designate his own succesor. 
lt has happened in autocratic societies; it has happened in theo- 
cratic states; it has been happening in democratic communities. 
Illustrations are too numerous. But I shall cite two cases to start 
with, both from Jewish history. One is from the time our an- 
cestors in the wilderness lived in an incipient theocracy. The 
other is from the halcyon days in American Zionism in the B. S. 
era (before Silver) when democracy was in flower. 

Turn to your Bible, Book of Numbers, chapter 28, verses 18 to 
23. Then turn to the issue of the New Palestine for Sept. 5, 1941. 
The former passage tells how Moses “appointed or designated” 
Joshua to succeed him as the leader of the Hebrew people. The 
latter passage tells how Edmund I. Kaufmann, retiring president 
of the ZOA, recommends Judge Louis E. Levinthal to be his suc- 
cessor as ZOA president, 


Moses-Kaufman Analogy Apparent 

While the analogy between the Moses-Joshua case and the 
Kaufmann-Levinthal case is apparent on the surface, the differences, 
though less obvious, are nearly as remarkable. 

First, the story of Moses designating Joshua takes mugh less 
space in the Bible than the story of Kaufmann designating Levin- 
thal in the New Palestine. No pictures either of the designer or 
designee, of appointor or appointee, appear in the Bible, but both 
do appear in the New Palestine of Sept. 5, 1941. Kaufmann, left 
hand upper corner; Levinthal, right hand, lower corner. 

Second, Moses served as a leader of his people for forty hard 
years before he recommended Joshua, and most historians agree 
that Moses did a pretty good job. Kaufmann served only one year 
and some people say it wasn’t so hot. 

Third, the amount of verbiage in the Bible story is far more 
modest than that in the New Palestine of September 5, 1941. 

Here is the Bible story (Numbers, 27-18) in a columnist’s Eng- 
lish version: . 

“Said the Lord to Moses: ‘Now get a hold of Joshua, Nun’s 
son, he’s got the real spirit in him, and place your hand over him. 
Then present him to the Priest Eleazar and to the whole commun- 
ity and instruct him in his duties in their presence. You will 
thus endow him with some of your own prestige in a way that 
will make the whole Israelite community pay‘attention.’” And just 
a few more sentences like that. 

The story of Kaufmann’s induction of Levinthal takes up the 
whole front page of the New Palestine of September 5, 1941. There 
are three paragraphs in the retiring president’s proclamation, of 
which only the middle one is relevant to our subject: 

“With singular unanimity eyes turned to a personality among 
the leaders and active workers who would command the respect 
and active support of all_American Zionists—Judge Louis E. Lev- 
inthal of Philadelphia. He is known as an eminent jurist, and a 
devoted Zionist. As chairman of the Administrative Council of 
the Zionist Organization of America for the past two years, Judge 
Levinthal has earned the affection and admiration of all. I have 
every hope that the forthcoming convention of the Zionist Organi- 
zation of America at Cincinnati, beginning Saturday, will prevail 
upon him to serve. With such a leader as President of the Zionist 
Organization, the organization can go forward to greater achieve- 
ments, in a spirit of unity, and of deep devotion to the cause of 
Zion.” 

Kaufmann Choice Felicitous 

Edmund Kaufmann’s choice of Levinthal seems to have turned 
out to be as felicitous as Moses’s choice of Joshua. In volume 6 
of the Universal Jewish Encyclopedia, page 638, we read: 

“Following many years of devoted service to the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America, as a member of the national administrative 
council, Levinthal was in 1939 elected chairman of that body, and 
at the 1941 convention of the Zionist Organization in Cincinnati, 
was unanimously chosen president of the organization.” 

Then follow the lines quoted by Levinthal himself in his 
letter to the Jewish Post of May 9: 

“His administration has been marked by a courageous presen- 
tation of the Zionist cause, and by a bold and vigorous espousal of 
progressive Zionist projects. He has been the exponent of a Jase 
lized Zionist program which aims to enlist the support of a maxi- 
mum number of American Jews for the rebuilding of a Jewish 
Palestine.” 

Students of the Bible will not fail to note that, so far as details 


-go, Edmund I. Kaufmann, merchant, Washington, D. C., proved 


to be more prophetic than Moses, son of Amram the Levite, fugi- 
tive from Egyptian justice to the Midianite wilderness, and later 
leader of the Hebrews and their lawgiver. Nor will careful stu- 
dents of English fail to notice the remarkable similarity between 
the style in which the prophecy was made by Kaufmann and the 
style in which the fulfillment was recorded for future generations 
in the Universal Jewish Encyclopedia. 

Nevertheless, despite such a happy result of sueh a time- 
honored practice of a retiring leader “designating or appointing” his 
successor, in June 1947, both Edmund I. Kaufmann and Louis E. 
Levinthal, along with Solomon Goldman, Louis Lipsky, Morris 
Rothenberg, Robert Szold, Stephen %. Wise, past presidents all, 
signed a proclamation which reads in part: 

“During the past few years we have becorfe increasingly con- 
cerned with the tendency inthe Zionist Organization which allows 
one administration virtually to appoint or designate its own succes- 
sors, contrary to every democratic principle .. .” 

“Pasuk ze omer dorsheni”—the above passage calls for a com- 
mentary, as Rashi would say. 

The Practice Isn’t New 
How few are “the past few years” during which there has ap- 
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peared that odious “tendency im the Zionist Organization which al- 
lows one administration virtually to appoint or designate its own 
successors, contrary etc”? 

Did the sinful practice start six years ago, when one of the 
seven signatories to the sermon against sin, to wit, Edmund I. 
Kaufmann, appointed or designated another of the seven signa-

“WITH AN “H” ON MY DOG 
TAG”. Morris N. Kertzer. Behr- 
man House. 197 pages. Price 
$2.75. 

IS IS an inspiring account 
of the service record the 
author rendered his country and 
his people as a chaplain in the 

United States Army, serving 

about 39 different army units, 

battalions, evacuation hospitals, 
etc. 

Rabbi Kertzer seems to have 
been singled out from the mo- 
ment he enlisted to be where the 
fighting andthe going were the 
toughest. The bloody battles at 
the Anzio beachhead are de- 
scribed vividly, as is life at the 
front with its indescribable hor- 
rors, dangers and agony. And 
not only vividly, but with enor- 
mous sympathy and appreciation. 

Marching with the victorious 
American ar- 
mies, the au- 
thor was among 
| the first Jewish 
chaplains to en- 
ter Rome and 
learn of the 
grim tragedy of 
‘Italian Jewry, a 
| tragedy not only 
‘physical but 
‘spiritual. In ; 
|Rome he met and: interviewed 
the so-called “chief” Rabbi Zolli, 
who was soon to apostasize. 
Zolli’s chief concern during the 
German occupation of Italy was 
personal survival. Whereas the 
rabbis of Milan, Venice and 
' Florence were murdered by the 
Nazis, this renegade found not 
only excuses for remaining alive, 
‘but havens of refuge. That 
Zolli was unworthy of the rab- 
. binate is beyond doubt. Another 
‘appalling thing, according to the 
author, is that many who serve 
as “rabbis” in North Africa are 
fearfully unqualified, and in 
‘many instances not worthy. 
FROM ROME, Rabbi Kertzer 
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went to France where he par- 
ticipated in the final liberation of 
this great country. His descrip- 
tion of French Jewish life is 
gloomy. He beheld and reports 
naught but disintegration. What 
is terrifying is that in several 
striking instances, Jewish life in 
America has the characteristics 
of that of France. What dis- 
turbed him most was an _ ob- 
stinate theoretical adherence to 
orthodoxy with a complete disre- 
gard for even the most important 
provisions of the Shulchan Aruch, 
the orthodox code of law. In 
the city of Dijon a “mikveh” was 
built with funds _ collected 
throughout France. Yet it has 
never been used! In worship, 
Hebrew is employed exclusively, 
though only a handful of French 
Jews have even a reading ac- 
quaintance with the. language. 
Which, of course, is not, much 
different from conditions in our 
eountry! 

More alarming than this, theo- 
retical adherence to a non-exist- 
ent orthodoxy is the unusual 
“philosophy” which a leading offi- 
cial of the Dijon congregation 
propounded .to Rabbi Kertzer, “I 
want my children to marry out 
of the faith; they must rid them- 
selves once and for all of the 
burden of Judaism.” And _ this 
from a congregational official! 
One wonders how many Ameri- 
can Jews secretly nourish such 
suicidal intentions touching their 
people and faith! 


THE J. D. C. APPARATUS in 
Europe is criticized often and 
constructively. Liberation found 
the J. D. C. utterly unprepared. 
Months elapsed before the J. D. C. 
actually started functioning in 
Europe. The author inquires 
why the J. D. C. officials did not 
realize that Jewish chaplains 
would be among the first to es- 
tablish contact with European 
Jewry, and why it did not au- 
thorize them to imitiate large 
scale relief. Even more surpris- 
ing, not only on the part of the 
Joint, but upon the part of other 
relief organizations, was the fail- 
ure to provide food and clothing, 
and to realize that “Dollar bills 
are indigestible.” 

The author mentions with ap- 
proval a report made years ago, 
but not sufficiently publicized, by 
Dr. Eli Ginsberg, on the J. D. C. 





INDIANAPOLIS 


Today, as at the time of its or- 
ganization, it is primarily a fund- 
dispersing rather than an operat- 
ing agency, largely dependent on 
its own field staff and on foreign 
representatives.” Under this ar- 
rangement the J. D. C. serves a 
community through “local chan- 
nels” which are often not rep- 
resentative of the Jewish com- 
munity. Only too frequently 
“local channels’ are men whose 
sympathies are  assimilationist 
and who lack understanding of 
and even sympathy for Jewish 
values. 


THE CLOSING CHAPTERS 
describing a visit to Palestine 
and a meeting with the Haganah 
representative, whose task it was 
to land Jews in Palestine in de- 
fiance of the British blockade, 
are among the best in the vol- 
ume. It is heartening to read 
how Jewish chaplains played vi- 
tal roles in helping the Jewish 
Underground. For this heroic 
service, they merit the eternal 
gratitude of American Israel. 


A few of the conclusions which 
the author reaches are significant 
and challenging. Every loyal 
Jew will agree with him that “we 
must establish the principle, with 
out evasion, that the Jews as 
a people are entitled to the guar- 
antee of self-determination, with- 
in the framework of the UN, as 
are the people of Luxemberg or 
Guatemala.” 


Yet another conviction. will ap- 
peal to every earnest Jew, name- 
ly that “we American Jews must 
redeem and continue to redeem 
more land by supporting the Jew- 
ish National Fund and the Keren 
Kayemeth. The child who places 
a coin in the blue and white box 
is saying, “Let the winds of con- 
troversy blow, let Arab and Jew 
grapple with their differences,

bitter strife; I will not falter in 
my work, for out of my labors 
a desert will bring forth fruit, 
and out of my sacrifices, the 
green earth will give birth anew!” 


American Israel has reason to 
be proud of the record of Jew- 
ish chaplains during the war.

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‘ AL SEGAL Speaks on TESTIMONIAL 
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Stupid Public Relations 

EALTHY self-criticism is never out of place, and the organ- 
ization which can not recognize its deficiencies, to correct 
them, will wither. It is with this feeling that, loyal Zionist as I am, 
I must call attentfon to a policy of apparent criminal stupidity 
which is being followed by the Jerusalem office of the Jewish Agency 
Executive. I have reference to the mishandling of Zionist public 
relations, especially within recent weeks. The rapid succession of 

four major errors of judgment serves to emphasize the point. 


Last week an “official spokesman of the Hagana’” let it be 
known that the British blockade of European ports was most ef- 
fective, and that the program of refugee rescue was being sus- 
pended for the time being. It is difficult to imagine a more defeatist 
aititude than that reflected in the stories as they hit the pages of 
the American press, constituting a confession that the vaunted Ha- 
gana was no longer able to save Jews from Europe. It might be 
true, but since when is it proper strategy to announce one’s weak- 
ness? “Hagana can’t save lives—we can—send your contributions 
to us,” might well be the headline on the next advertisement of 
the American League for a Free Palestine, which specializes ha- 
‘Sonally in misleading the public.

THE SECOND EXAMPLE of bad public relations was the 
siatement from Jerusalem approving President Truman’s call for 
a truce, and asking American Jews not to support the terrorists. 
Without any forethought as to consequences or effect on the public 
some Zionist official rushed into print with another strategic error, 
this one all the worse, because simultaneously the American Zion- 
ists ph se on the incident to make propaganda for the cause; 
the Agericy office in Palestine simply played the British game and 
hastened to agree with our critics. 


The widespread publicity given Ben Gurion’s recent speech, in 
which he approved partition of Palestine, is a third instance. Let’s 
not be naive about it. Speeches don’t get into the press unless they 
are made available to correspondents by'a public relations depart- 
ment. Once again a policy of ill-planned, thoughtless public rela- 
tions, intent only on obtaining “space,” missed the implications of 
what Ben Gurion’s privaté views would have on a world and on a 
United Nations which had just been told that Zionist leadership 
was standing by its classical program. Ben Gurin’s own address to 
the UN was well phrased, but all its value was negated by broad- 
casting to the world what he said at a small meeting in Palestine. 
It just doesn’t make public relations sense. 


* * * 


THE FOURTH EXAMPLE deals with the sudden reappear- 
ance of Dr, Weizmann’s name jn al) dispatches from Palestine. Now 
this may not be stupidity; ft may be a cleverly contrived scheme to 
upset the decisions of the Basle Congress and confuse Zionist pub- 
lic opinion. After all, people are influenced by what they read in 
the papers. The fact is that the recent Weizmann “boom” was in- 
itiated and organized by Hashomer Hatzair, the exponents of Bi- 
nationalism in Palestine. From .their point of view they are per- 
fectly right. Dr. Weizmann is the most moderate, acquiescent, pliant 
leader in the movement. His whole record, for almost thirty years, 
has been marked by compromise and yielding. “Not for me the 
trappings of a Jewish State” he told the Royal Commission, and 
reafirmed before the Anglo-American Committee. Is it any wonder 
that he is the darling of Hashomer Hatzair, which is also opposed 
to a Jewish State in Palestine? 


One may have great respect and admiration for Dr. Weizmann 
as an historic figure, as a personality, as a charming and sociable 
individual, but his name is irrevocably associated with a Zionist 
policy which has proved bankrupt and which has ignominiously 
led the movement from one defeat to another. To project the idea 
that he may be “drafted” to present the Zionist case to the UN 
Commiiiee is to serve notice—falsely, stupidly, criminally—that 
the Zionists will not drive a hard bargain, and are prepared to settle 
tor a minimum. 


*. This may be the deliberate intention of the gentlemen oper- 
ating the press and public relations department of the Jewish 
Agency in Jerusalem, but if so, something should be done about it. 
We should not permit major Zionist policy and carefully planned 
Zionist strategy to be undermined by a careless and faulty public 
relations program in Palestine. Public relations is a profession re- 
quiring a wide variety of skills as well as knowledge of mass psy- 
chology. Here is a field in which American know-how can make 
a major contribution to the Yishuv.

HAVE just been reading something that 

Rabbi Joachim Prinz has written in the 
Jewish News of Newark, N. J. ... “The 
American rabbi,” says he, “has become the 
master of ceremonies and the errand boy of 
Jewish organizations. His life is divided be- 
tween invocations, addresses, lectures, testi- 


monial dinners and social affairs within and~ 


outside of his congregation.” Rabbi Prinz 
thinks the American rabbi should have more 
time for study... 
toric task in a Jewish world bereft of thou- 
sands of scholars and tens of thousands of 
students.” (He means the ones who were 
killed “by Hitler.) 

Rabbi Prinz says he is happy enough to be 
the guide, philosopher and .friend of his con- 
gregation but he thinks 
the main rabbinical func- 
tion is “to constitute a 
conscience of Judaism, 
of religion, of morality; 
to possess, interpret and 
hand down the knowl- 
edge of the Jewish herit- 
age; to be the leader 
and guide in the prob- 
lems of the world and of . 
the personal lives of the people who have en- 
trusted him with the position of rabbi; to be 
the friend of the young and old whenever such 
friendship is needed.” 

Well, that brings up the rabbi problem 
which is discussed frequently in Jewish circles. 
The rabbis should hear what’s said about them 
on those occasions! Whenever the matter 
comes up I sit around in my reportial way and 
take mental notes of the conversation: 

Mrs. Zilch: I think our rabbi is just won- 
derful. 

Mrs. Glutz: As for me he tires me out when 
I have to listen to him. 

Mrs. Arbuthnot: He seems to pay more at- 
tention to his standing among the non-Jews 
than among us. 

Mrs. Zilch: That’s what I like about him. He 
is a sort of missionary for us to the Christians. 

Mrs. Arbuthnot: My husband thinks he’s 
better known among the Christians than he 
is among us. He thinks a rabbi should stay 
home more if you get what I mean. 

Mrs. Zilch: My husband says a rabbi should 
be a sort of public relations man and that’s 
what our rabbi is. 

Mrs. Glutz: I’d like him better if he had 
come around to see me the time I was sick in 
the hospital. Did he? No! He would have 
been at my funeral, though, if I had died that 
time. 

Mrs. Zilch: If the job* of a rabbi is to hold 
your hand when you're sick, then what's all 
his education for? If I wanted somebody to 
hold my hand, then I know a lot more glam- 
orous men I’d rather have do that for me than 
our rabbi. We don’t pay him to hold your 
hand. 

Mrs. Glutz: I think you’re getting personal.

SO IT GOES. It’s an endless argument: 
Should the rabbi be a pastor? Should he be 
the. spokesman for Israel in the public life of 
the community? Should he be a profound 
scholar? Should he serve as a pundit telling 
the world how. its affairs should be run?

To these questions this Mr. Segal has had 
occasion to make approach in a personal sort 
of way. There is a fact of his life: If, long 
ago, he had meticulously applied himself to 
rabbinical lessons, he would be a seasoned 
rabbi by now; but he didn’t apply himself and, 
therefore, early in his life he was released 
from the Hebrew Union College the theological 
seminary of Reform Judaism. 


Yes, by now, had he stuck to his studies for 
the Jewish ministry, Segal would be about 
ready to reap the rewards of having been a 
laborer in the vineyard. He considers by what 
ways he could have made himself most worthy 
to gather the good harvest of esteem that 
coming to a rabbi who has seived his congre- 
gation well. At this stage he would have ar- 
rived at the time of his career when every- 
body in the congregation would have forgot- 
ten all the brilliant sermons he gave. (In fact, 
a rabbi is lucky if a congregation remembers 
a sermon even only unto the next day.) For- 
gotten, too, are all his extra-curricular ac- 
tivities: The time he was the chairman of 
the community chest drive. The time his com- 
mentaries on foreign affairs were liberally 
quoted in the local press. The time he was 
president of the Kiwanis Club. Forgotten is 
his scholarly treatise on the dagish that was 
published in the Zeitung des Juedische Wis- 
senshaft of Berlin. 


Now the time has come when Rabbi Segal 
is given a testimonial dinner in honor of his 
serving in all the years. A big dinner! Well, 
what do the speakers say? They are mem- 
bers of the congregation and they speak their 
simple hearts. Rabbi Segal as he sits at the 
head of the table recalls those public occasions 
when his vanity felt ecstatically illumined by 
the glamor of the public spotlight. He feels 
the speeches should at least mention the elo- 
quent benediction he gave at the meeting on 
V-E Day. The papers printed it in full that day.

RATHER THE SPEAKERS EXTOL the 
gentle human quality they have found in him. 
(Anyway for the purpose of this piece let us 
take for granted that Rabbi Segal had this 
quality.) ... “He has been like a good broth- 
er,” they say. They recall the times he trou- 
bled himself on account of their many small 
affairs, their personal problems, their private 
trayails—-the time he shared their worries 
about their childreri: When Sam had a hard 
time making a start in life he got that good 
job for him. He obtained the scholarship for 
Jack who couldn’t otherwise have gone to col- 
lege. He helped to straighten things out the 
time Sally was about to contract a marriage 
that certainly must have turned out unfor- 
tunate. 


All that is best remembered of him, as the 
congregation honors Rabbi Segal. No speaker 
mentions his flashing forensic forays into the 
field of foreign affairs, or his notable treatise 
on the dagish. (Nothing was settled by his opin- 
ions on foreign affairs; the world kept going 
in its stupid way.) 


Yes, nothing else that he did was so reward- 
ing at the end as the pastoral service he gave 
his congregation. In this light I answer: The 
best job a rabbi can do is to be the pastor of 
his congregation.

UR BOAT had the same fate 
as so many others.

We trod for a 
brief moment on the soil of our 
land—but it was only on our way 
from our boat to the deportation 
ship. That night the Jews of 
Haifa lit bonfires on Mount Car- 
mel to greet us: “Blessed are 
they who come.” We shall never 
forget that welcoming flame. 


Then Cyprus. A line of tents 
and huts along a barren shore 
hold ten thousand of us from 
four or five different ships. Mili- 
tary trucks had brought us there; 
armed soldiers guard us; barbed 
wire surrounds us. We live eight 
to a tent, with a kitchen and 
bathroom for every group of 
thirty. The food is inadequate, 
the rains heavy, but our life is 
active and organized. 


Cyprus is our last station on 
the way to Palestine—and we are 
using the time to do what we 
couldn’t in these last few years— 
to study Hebrew and history and 
many other subjects. We have 
opened regular classes for the 


little orphan children we brought 
with us. We have a “people's uni- 
versity” for the adults. 

There are marriages and births 
amd whenever we know that 
some festive oecasion is coming, 
we all*put aside food from our

rations. We’ve managed that way) / 
to make the weddings really gala ~ 


oecsions—with music and flowers 
and food, like at home years ago. 
_ Most of all, we live on hope, on 
the belief that soon we will be in 
the Land and help to build it.

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PLAN SISTERHOOD PROGRAMS 


ON CENTRAL THEME, SUGGESTION

E were at a meeting of the program 

committee for the Temple Beth-El Sis- 
terhood in Indianapolis. Rabbi William P. 
Greenfeld was explaining his feeling that the 
season’s programs should have a basic theme, 
when he caught me gazing dreamily out the 
window. He interrupted himself to tease,. “Now. 
Ruth, I suppose you are thinking of how you 
can incorporate this discussion into an article 
for the Jewish Post. Admit it. Isn’t that what 
you were dreaming about?” 

I wasn’t, as a matter of fact. But it was an 
excellent suggestion. Program committees all 
over the country probably are struggling with 
the same problem: how to make sisterhood 
programs meaningful to the members, as well 
as entertaining. 

His idea is to choose one theme, and de- 
velop it through the year in a variety of forms. 
“Jewish Fighters for Freedom” was his first 
suggestion. There are many fronts—physical, 
intellectual, religious and economic, te name 
a few. Among such fighters was Herzl, who 
might be the subject of a book review, a debate 
on Zionism, or a playlet. The Maccabees, at 
Chanuka, could be celebrated in poetry, pag- 
eant or the radio type of story, with a narrator 
and several voices. 

The Haganah as contrasted with the Pal- 
estinian Terrorists would be a fruitful sub- 
ject for a panel discussion, while their daring 
rescues of refugees from under the noses of 
the British would make thrilling stories to tell 
or to act. 

Rabbi Mordecai Kaplan, exponent of Recon- 
structionism, is a fighter for a type of religious 
freedom. Think how the membership of a 
Conservative sisterhood would turn out Ser a 


round-table discussion among women who are 
known to be interested in no change in the 
Temple ritual and women who are convinced 
there must be new forms, such as Bar Mitz- 
vah, organ music during services, or adoption 
of the radically different Reconstructionist 
prayerbook. 

Again, what about.a quizz program as to 
what Conservative Judaism truly is. What does 
it offer? What does it demand? Does Rabbi 
Kaplan’s plan offer more? Careful planning 
can make such a quiz a hilarous as well as 
educational experience. 

A book reviewer might speak on a novel 
ucsh.as “Gentlemen’s Agreement,” about the 
fight for freedom from anti-Semitism. 

The “Eternal Light” radio program, spon- 
sored by the Jewish Theological Seminary, will 
provide, without charge, scripts of the beauti- 
fully written dramatizations it has been pre- 
senting for the past several years. Clubs may 
use the scripts, simply by asking permission of 
the Seminary and crediting the source. They 
may be given as plays, radio skits, or mono- 
logues. Jewish fighters for every kind of free- 
dom have been presented on these programs. 
A request for copies of scripts on this theme 
will bring your program committee sufficient 
material for an entire season. 

Will programs built around a central theme 
be entertaining? That will depend upon how 
well each is presented. But the success of any 
program is dependent upon these same factors. 
The value of this plan is that we members will 
carry away at the end of the year a feeling 
of pride and joy in our heritage, as well as 
the satisfaction of having worked for the good 
of our synagogue.

SCHW ARTZ GOES BACK 50 YEARS 
FOR ATTACKS ON ZIONISM

HE forthcoming Zionist convention will mark the Golden 
Jubilee of Zionism. Fifty years ago, in 1897, the Zionist 


movement was launched. 


I picked up a Jewish weekly published in New York in 1897. 
Louis Lipsky had just about reached the age of voting then, but 


his pen was precocious. Stephen 
S. Wise was around the same 
age, and he was at the time rab- 
bi of the Congregation B’nai 
Jeshurun. Abba Hillel Silver was 
a toddling young man of four 
whose eloquence at the time was 
probably appreciated -by none 
save his parents. 

What were the Jews thinking 
about in 1897, I ask myself, as I 
turn the pages of this old Jewish 
weekly. I flip the pages and see a 
story about the first World Zion- 
ist Congress at Munich. 

There is much controversy, I 
see, about the propriety of Jews 
going to such a conference. Dr. 
Kaufmann Kohler is quoted as 
strongly opposed. He says: “Be- 
cause Theodore Herz] has been 
inflamed by anti-Sémitism, is 


that any reason why the rest of 


us should turn madmen?” 
I TURN to another page where

I see some Jews feel Zionism is 
unpatriotic. This “line” I see re- 
peated again and again in vari- 
ous issues of the paper. I turn 
to another page and what do I 
see? Yes, this is something new 
to me. One Jewish leader 
charges that what Herz] is try- 
ing to do is to create a Socialist 
state. He says that Herzl plans 
to inscribe the Palestine flag 
with seven stars, for the shorter 
seven hour labor day. “Herz} does 
not want these seven stars to 
represent the seventh day of rest 
or the seventh year of release, 
but the seven-hour labor day,” he 
complains. 


Well, that is something new. 
Quite an idea, if Herzl had it. 
More pages. I see an Orthodox 
rabbi attacks the “mission of Is- 
rael” idea urged by Reform Jew- 
ry. Dr. Gotthard Deutsch de- 
fends the idea. He says it is not 
a new idea originated by the Re 
form Jews, but that it was ac- 
tually originated by Isiah. 


Another page takes to task Dr. 
Emil G. Hirsch, Reform Rabbi of 
Chicago; for urg- 





ing the abolition of the Succoth 
holiday. Dr. Hirsch is asked by 
a non-Jew whether he is not 
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really a Unitarian and he replies, 
“No, I am a ‘Jewnitarian.’” 

AGAIN I see a story about the 
forthcoming first world Zionist 
Congress at Munich. Then comes 
a story reporting that an Amer- 
ican author, Mary Twain, was 
present at a meeting of the muni- 
cipal council in Vienna where the 
anti-Semites created a_ great 
furor. 

Another page and there is a 
Jewish “joke.” A Jew was held 
up. He surrenders his money, but 
he asks the brigand to shoot a 
hole through his hat so that he 
can tell his boss, whose money it 
is, that he struggled to retain pos- 
session of it. The robber accom- 
modates him. The Jew asks him 
to take a few more shots at. it. 
The robber plugs his hat three 
more times. “Once more,” says 
the Jew. 

“I can’t,” replies the robber. “I 
have no more bullets.” 

“Now give me back my money, 
or I'll knock you down,” says the 
Jew, realizing that he need fear 
the thief no longer. 

Well, the “Jewish jokes” in 
1897 were no better than the cur- 
rent crop. 

ANOTHER STORY about the 
first world Zionist Congress at 
Munich. . . . There is mention 
also of Joseph Fels. Henry 
George, the great preacher of the 
single-tax had just died, and 
Fels, a wealthy soap manufac-

Their viewpoints are 
not valid because they refuse to 
deal .with the realities of the 
situation, and will not consider 
the opposite view at all. These 
groups will only intensify their 
error if there is not someplace 
where what they believe can be 
presented for the public to see. 

The success of psychoanalysis 
is not wholly based on bringing 
wp what has been repressed, but 
as much on the fact that the 
maladjusted individual articu- 
lates and is made to understand

THE COLUMN 
WITHOUT A NAME 


Many things can be done by 
proxy. A business transaction can 
be carried out by your proxy. But 
nobody can love by proxy. You 
cannot show reverence by proxy. 
Therefore, a Kaddish, by proxy, 
is worthless. 

Of late, some Jews find it in- 
convenient to rise early every 
morning and attend a prayer 
service in order to recite the Kad- 
dish for a sainted father, or for 
a sainted mother. They try to 
salve their conscience by having 
a Kaddish recited by proxy. Such 
a Kaddish, by proxy, is worthless. 
When you hire someone to recite 
a Kaddish for you, you try to ex- 
press filial piety through money. 
Money can buy numerous things. 
Money cannot express filial piety. 

The Kaddish is one of the holi- 
est of our prayers, so sacred that 
it may not be recited in private 
worship but only at a minyan. 
This Kaddish has been hallowed 
throughout the centuries. No 
humble Jew felt himself so low 
that he would not demand the 
right to recite the Kaddish for 
his parents at a public worship. 
No Jew ever held himself so 
great that he did not recite the 
Kaddish for his father or mother. 
Rich or poor, Am Haaretz or Tal- 
mid Chacham, prince or water 
carrier, all considered it a sacred 
duty to recite the Kaddish every 
day during the period of mourn- 
ing and every year thereafter on 
the Yahrzeit day to show their 
allegiance to Israel and its 
Torah, to God Himself. The Kad- 
dish can express this allegiance. 
A bought Kaddish, a money Kad- 
dish cannot express this alle- 
giance. 

Kt is time that our busy Amer- 
ican Jews regained their sense of 
value of spiritual things. A fa- 
ther and a mother, who brought 
you into existence and reared 
you are worthy of a Kaddish, day 
by day during the period of 
mourning, even at the cost of a 
little inconvenience.—Rabbi Ar- 
thur H. Neulander.

But what is this? It is not held 
in Munich. It takes place instead 
in Basle, Switzerland! The story 
says that jt was decided not to 
hold the Zionist Congress in 
Munich, because leading Jews of 
Munich were strongly opposed io 
the Zionists meeting there. 

Munich was destined for some- 
thing else. It was at Munich that 
Hitler staged his first “putsch.” 
Munich was the capital of Naz- 
ism. If you want historical irony, 
here it is. 


The Post And The Z.0.A. Administration

HE Research Institute in American Jew- 

ish Education of the American Jewish

New Conference An Ineffectual Reviewing 
Bedy Says The Reconstructionist—The entire 
purpose of a new organization is to create an 
instrument through which the American Jew- 
ish community as a whole can function, demo- 
cratically. This new organization would not 
function; the existing national bodies would 
continue as before, without having their auton- 
omy in the least affected. They are not even 
compelled to report to the Conference, even 
though they are members of the Conference. 
They are invited. The Conference, in turn, 
has the power only to recommend action. This 
makes of the Conference not an instrument 
for action, but a reviewing board. 


Now, the question is, how effective would 
this new organization be as a reviewing board, 
granted even that American Jews would be 
satisfied with that much? It would be hardly 
effective at all, for the simple reason that the 
Conference would have no financial resources. 
Unfortunately, no reeommendations or sugges- 
tions are ever taken seriously unless they come 
from those who are in a position to vote ap- 
proval or disapproval in a very concrete man- 
ner. The fact is that today the Council of 
Federations and Welfare Funds has more pow- 
er to “invite” agencies to report, and more 
power to “recommend” policies than any high 
sounding organization could possibly muster. 
The reason is that the Council of Federations 
and Welfare Funds consists of the representa- 
tives of communities which raise the funds and 


ment ®f the past presidents. It does hold that 
delegates should not be bound. These dele. 
gates, unless they are not fit to represent their 
districts, should be allowed to make their own 
judgments on the issues as they came up at 
the convention. Otherwise the convention 
would be no more than the U. S. electoral 
college. 

But The Post sees much to criticize in the

no platform of its own. It presents no candi- 
date. Whether the group will follow through 
remains to be seen. 

But because these men express their views 
is that dissension?

cordance with their best judgment. 

The question may be asked: If so, why thew 
not make the Council of Federations and Wel- 
fare Funds (CJWF) the new and sought-for or- 
(ganization? The answer to that is: The CJWF 
is still dominated by those individuals who 
make the largest contributions. An important 
distinction must be made between communities 
and individuals. Communities, and their rep- 
resentatives, who supply the taxes, should have 
the right to decide the policies; but this does 
not apply to individuals who make large con- 
tributions. They should have no more power 
than other individuals who cannot afford to 
contribute as much.

Dr. Eisendrath has himself said 
it: every viewpoint has been heard, and the 
result is an effectual reviewing body instead 
of a functioning, dynamic national instrument. 
Let us build the local communities; make them 
democratic and representative—and then bring 
them together into a national council with pow-

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Sees Post’s Freedom of the Press 
As a Business, Not Ethical Rule

The question of the freedom 
of the press has been raised in 
your columns a number of times 
and I agree with you wholeheart- 
edly that you may, and should 
indeed, publish opinions with 
which you and I may fully or 
partly disagree. This, however, 
ought not be extended to the pub- 
lication of lies, half-truths, and 
malicious libel. Otherwise John 
O’Donnell was never wrong and 
Westbrook Pegler was always 
right. 

The jetter from Mr. Travis of 
Houston, published in the last 
week’s issue of your newspaper, 
ia flagrant example of this type 
of freedom. Whether he is patho- 
logically duped or is deliberately 
distorting the truth is beside the 
point, but the editor should know 
a lie when he sees one and brand 
it so for the sake of truth. When 
you print that the refugees from 
Europe “might be today finding 
honorable welcome among all the 
Judaic-Christian nations of the 
world” you are giving home to 
a colossal lie because you know 
that none of the Christian na- 
tions want to welcome the Jews 
and that little Palestine gave 
refuge, even this year, to more 
Jews than great and glorious 
America. 


If your correspondent suffers 
from positive self-hatred it is no 
excuse for you to print that the 
Zionists “have sold 95 per cent 
of Hifler’s victims (Jewish) on 
the Utopian paradise of Pales- 
tine.” You should have read 
Bartley Crum’s book of which a 
non-Jew testifies, as well as the 
finding of the Anglo-American 
Commission on Palestine indi- 
eates that the Jews in the con- 
centration camps took on two 
choices voluntarily: one, Pales- 
tine; two, crematory. They are 


selling Zionism to us, not we to 
them. 

Again your sense of history 
should have prevented you from 
printing the misleading state- 
ment about “persons of Jewish 
faith being soberly integrated as 
citizens of their respective na- 
tionalities all over the world,” 
because no group was better and 
more wholly integrated into the 
life and culture of its environ- 
ment than the Jews of Germany, 
Austria, Hungary, ete.

A news item in your June 6 
issue, announcing the publication 
by the Jewish Center Lecture 
Bureau of the National Jewish 
Welfare Board, of a directory of 
Jewish organizational speakers 
available on a non-fee basis, calls 
for a bit of comment: Ostensibly, 
the publication of this directory, 
listing sources of supply for “free 
(test speakers,” would impress 
the average person with the 
eagerness of the Jewish Center 
Lecture Bureau to serve the 
American Jewish community im- 
partially. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, the publication of this di- 
rectory, rather, seems to be pro- 
jected as a smoke-screen for hid- 
ing the peculiar methods by 
Which the J.C.L.B. maintains its 
monopoly in the Jewish lecture

Until last fall, the Jewish Cen- 
ter Lecture Bureau was virtually 
the sole booking agency for Jew- 
ish lecturers and artists. Having 
held this monopoly, through ac- 
cident rather than merit, for 
More than two decades, it is un- 
derstandable .that the bureau, 


amd its sponsor, the National 
Jewish Welfare Board, were 
alarmed when, almost  simul- 


taneously, two Jewish lecture bu- 
Teaus were organized by two men 
Who, both by dint of Jewish 
training and practical experience, 
are eminently fit to advise or- 
8anizations on their Jewish pro- 
tfamming problems,

. . . informing those of its affili- 
ated lecturers (the present writ- 
er among them) who had per- 
mitted their names to be listed 
by “the competitors” that they 
would be dropped from the 
J.C.L.B. list, if they maintained 
any connection with “commer- 
cial lecture bureaus.” 

It goes without saying that a 
private individual operating a 
lecture bureau can run it as he 
pleases. It is different, however, 
with a Lecture Bureau whose 
deficit is defrayed by communal 
funds. 

In this connection it is signifi- 
cant that, in the past, the 
J.C.L.B. has never made an issue 
of the fact that some of the 
prominent Gentile lecturers on 
its list were affiliated with com- 
mercial booking agents—nor does 
it object now to its Jewish art- 
ists being affiliated various 
commercial booking agents. 

The question therefore arises 
what motivates the J.C.L.B.’s all- 
out campaign against the two 
commercial Jewish lecture bu- 
reaus that have exerted such a 
wholesome and cleansing influ- 
ence on the entire field, despite 
their short time of activity? The 
answer is that the J.C.L.B. is the 
main channel through which the 
N.J.W.B. earries its ideology of 
an anesthetized Judaism into the 
American Jewish communities. 

As far as the best interests of 
the community are eoncerned, 
commercial lecture bureaus, the 
type that “compete” with the 
J.C.L.B. are most desirable. For 


a commercial lecture bureau has 
no ideological axe to grind. All 
the commercial lecture manager 
is interested in is to please his 
clients (he wants' return engage- 
ments and recommendations!) 
and so he books for them the 
best talent as reasonably as pos- 
sible. 


When the J.C.L.B. confronted 
me with the alternative of either 
renouncing my affiliation with its 
“competitor” or being dropped, I 
refused to be coerced—and so I 


was “dropped.” Far be it from

Editor, National Jewish Post, 
Spinoza’s statement, “Truth 
reveals itself and its distortion 
too,” aptly characterizes the 
speech of Julian W. Freeman, 
president of Temple Beth-El Ze- 
ceck in Indianapolis, who urges

It is most ironic that on the 
same page with the report of Mr. 
Freeman’s statement, the Na- 
tional Jewish Post carries Mrs. 
Ruth Paller’s description of a 
Camp Atid which is operated by 
the United Synagogue Commis- 
sion on Jewish Education and the 
Teachers’ Institute of the Jewish 
Theological Ceminary in coopera- 
tion with Temple Beth-El of 
Rockaway, L. I. 

I am a graduate of the Jewish 
Institute of Religion, with a con- 
gregation in Huntington, L. I, 
which, like other small commu- 
nities, lacks facilities for an in- 
tensive Jewish educational pro- 
gram. Through the creative work 
of the Conservative movement I 
have been able to register my 
five-and-a-half year old son in 
Camp Atid for a summer of pro- 
gressive Hebrew training. Is this 
project an “ivory tower of schol- 
arship,” Mr. Freeman? 

In the middle West, namely in 
Wisconsin, close to Mr. Free- 
man’s area, Camp Ramah was 
established under the sponsor- 
ship of the Chicago Council of 
the United Synagogue in coopera- 
tion with the Teachers Institute 
of tht Jewish Theological Sem- 
inary. The program of Camp 
Ramah is two-fold. Firstly, it is 
intended to create a Hebrew 
Camp environment for the chil- 
dren of the Conservative schools 
throughout the country who have 
had preliminary Jewish educa- 
tion of at least three years in a 
Conservative supplementary con- 
gregational school; secondly, 


Camp Ramah includes a camp 
for the Leadership Training Fel- 
lowship which is designed to cre- 
ate a center of training for these 
young people, who are thereby 
afforded a summer of Jewish 
study and group work. Can this 
vital, practical expression of 
Jewish will to survive be cor- 
rectly termed an “ivory tower of 
scholarship?” 

The Seminary-sponsored “Eter- 
nal Light” radio program, which 
has won the award for the best 
religious program on the air, is 
certainly no “ivory tower of 
scholarship.” A large portion of 
my members listen to its mes- 
sage religiously every Sunday 
and are inspired to new heights 
of Jewish self-respect by its con- 
tent and dignified presentation. 

The publications under the 
sponsorship of the Seminary have 
been very prolific in gathering 
distinguished scholars in all 
avenues of American thinking to 
record their views in an attempt 
to influence democratic action. 
In line with these publications is 
another Seminary project called 
the Institute for Religious and 
Social Studies which has centers 
of inter-group discussions for 
public information in Chicago, 
Boston and Philadelphia. Can a 
program designed to stimulate 
Jewish thinking and disseminate 
Jewish knowledge be nothing but 
an ivory tower of scholarship? 

Inadvertently, Mr. Freeman 
has paid highest tribute to the 
Seminary and to its leadership in 
the world of Jewish scholarship. 
The Seminary stands as living 
proof that Jewish scholarship is 
still: the medium of intelligent 
Jewish living and democratic ac- 
tion. 

Immediately upon receipt of 
the Post today, I was prompted 
to dispel the factual errors in 
Mr. Freeman’s talk.

Editor, National Jewish Post: 

It was a big surprise to me to 
read your editorial about the 
“League for a Free Palestine.” It 
was very hard for me to under- 
stand, how you could come to 
these conclusions. No one front 
organization or paper organiza- 
tion has created so much confu- 
sion and did so much harm to 
the cause it claims to be fighting 
for. You mentioned the first com- 
mittee organized by the same 
seven Bergson Boys, and - you 
stated that it was successful, 
even instrumental in the election 
of Rabbi Silver to the Zionist 
Presidency. Well, I think it is the 
greatest insult to Rabbi Silver, 
that, the Bergson Army Commit- 
tee was instrumental in his elec- 
tion. 


Where did you get all this in- 
formation? When was Bergson’s 
Army committee successful? Do 
you really think, that the Jew- 
ish brigade was built by Berg- 
son? Did the brigade come into 
being by Bergson’s full page ad- 
vertisements in the American 
press? Or by the manifold inter- 
ventions of the Jewish agency; 
and particularly by the efforts 
of the yishuv itself with its 35,- 
000 Jewish volunteers in the 
British Army proper. Then

All these committees grew over 
night like mushrooms after~a 
rain. 


All had their full page adver- 
tisements while they were in ex- 
istence on paper. All collected 
thousands of dollars. But did 
they accomplish anything? The 
emergency committee to save 
the Jews from Europe collected 
a fortune to save Jews from Eu- 
rope, but did they save even one 
Jew? 

Once they claimed 25,000 Jews 
saved from the camps and in a 
second they stated that during 
the last seven years the “boys”, 
The Bergson boys, brought to 
Palestine 40,000 Jews. But Ira 
Hershman, President Roosevelt’s 
emmisary to Constantinople 
made an official statement then, 
that the Bergson Emergency 
committee did not save even one 
Jew; and you know that Hersh- 
man was in position to know. 


In Argentine they went much 
further with their propaganda 
pages. In the revisionist periodi- 
eal “Idea Zionista” was published 
on June 23, 1944 a telegram from 
Ery Jabotinsky, the official rep- 
resentative of the great Angel- 
Savers of: Jews in Constantinople.
